The Modern Steam Leviathan. 
The Lusitania, the giant new steam- 
the Cunard line, recently 
launched from a Clyde shipyard. rep- 
resents in the shipbuilding line what 
the skyscraper is on land. It is a 
veritable steamship leviathan—a 
steam monster of the deep. 

The Lusitania is 760 feet long, 88 
feet wide, with a gross tonnage of 
32,500. Her engines, now being in- 
stalled, will be of 68,600-horse power, 
and her contract speed is 25 knots an 
hour. 

A generation ago the Great Eastern 
was regarded as the biggest thing 
nailed together by the hand of man 
that would ever float on old ocean. 
This giant steamship of fifty years 


lago was 660 feet long and 83 feet 


broad with a gross tonnage of 18,915 
and engines of 11,000-horse power, 
enabling her to steam 13 knots per 
hour. 

It will, therefore, be seen that the 
Lusitania is 100 feet longer than the 
Great Eastern, five feet wider, with 
practically double the 
speed and more than six times the en- 
gine power. 

Still, it would seem, the Lusitania is 
not to be “the limit” in 


future. The Hamburg-American line, 
not to be outdone by its British rival, 
has given an order for a vessel to be
